New Construction. 


Mr. Carswell’s request will be based 
upon a new construction of the ap- 
propriation sect, whose conflict with 
the statute providing for an increase 
of pensions to $3u per month has oc- 
easioned the controversy. : 

The troublesome sentence in the 
appropriation act reads: “Providea 
that the entire sum derived from the 
cigar and cigaret tax, and $1,000,000, 
or as much as needed thereof, be.ap- 
propriated for the payment of pen- 
sions to Confederate soldiers and their 
widows in the sum of $50 quarterly 
to each pensioner of record under ex- 
isting laws.” 

The phrase “in the sum of $50 | 
quarterly” is the bone of contention. 
Attorney-General Napier ruled that it 
limited the payment of pensions to $50 
a quarter. ‘

Established Principle. 


_An established principle of consti- 
tutional law is that appropriation acts 
may @ontain only appropriations, and 
that words of a legislative character 
contained in them are surplusage and 
without effect. 

Section 6428 of the. state consti- 
tution, cited by Mr. Carswell, begins 
“The general appropriation bill shall 
embrace nothing except appropriations 
fixed by previous laws . ‘ 

Mr. Carswell contends: 

1. The words “in the sum of $50 
quarterly” seek to repeal an outstand- 
ing law of the state of Georgia, and 
are, therefore, legislative in their na- 
ture, hence without effect. 

2. They are in direct conflict with 
the law of the state of Georgia and 
are without effect for that reason. 

“Three things must coincide in an 
act involving an appropriation,” Mr. 

rswell stated. “There must be con- 
stitutional authority for the appro- 
priation, a statute providing for it, 
and third, there must be an appropria- 
tion bill fitting the statute. 


Statute Is Law. 


“The stetute, not the appropriation 
bill, is the law of Georgia. Its terms, 
not those of the appropriation bill, 
are the ones which must be followed. 

“The law of er, is that pen- 
sions to veterans shall be in the sum 
of .$30 and payable ‘monthly. They.

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SENATE SPEEDS UP 
ACTION ON TARIFF 


Spirit of Compromise Pre- 
vails as Solons Pass More 
Farm Duties.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 21.—(/)— 
Ina spirit of compromise and with 
only slight opposition, the senate to- 
day disposed of individual amendments 
to the agficulture, spirits, cotton and 
flax schedules and thereby completed 
action on two-thirds of the 15 rate 
sections of the tariff bill. 

Wool and the other textile sections 


will come up next week. The senate 
is not expected to do anything to- 
morrow but listen to the reading by 
Senator Vandenberg, republican, 
Michigan, of George Washington's 
farewell address and then adjourn. 
Seven more increases in farm du- 
ties were put through today with prin- 
cipal opposition being voiced against 
an amendment by Senator Howell, 
republican independent, Nebraska, to 
double the existing 18 cents a pound 
rate on dried eggs. This was approved 
after Senators Tydings, Maryland, 
and Copeland, New York, both demo- 
crats, argued the 36-cent rate would 
raise the cost of bakery products. 
Howell said 25,000 tons of dried eggs 
came in from China last year. and 
with the higher levy, more domestic 
gs would be used by bakers. 
Frozen eggs also were assigned. a 
higher levy, 11 cents a pound as com- 
pared with 8 cents in the bill and 6 
cents at present. Other farm rate 
advances were on celery, lettuce, cab- 
bage and alfalfa and red clover seed. 
Senator Walsh, democrat, Massa- 
chusetts, lost in an attempt to restore 
the existing levy of 50 cents a hun- 
dred pounds on white potatoes and 
the 75-cent rate was retained in the 
bill.

RADICAL CABINE!:

PARIS, Feb. 21.—Camille Chau- 

temps finished a strenuous 48 hours 
today by announcing a new cabinet 
to replace that of Andre Tardieu 
which fell Monday night, and declar- 
ing he would lead the French naval 
delegation at London. 

The new government consists en- 
tirely of ministers belonging to left 
parties, and ight be termed a “left” 
or “radical” cabinet, although its 
tendencies are not radical in the ac- 
cepted sense of the word. 

All the members are either left rad- 
icals or radical socialists except Aris- 
tide Briand, who was chosen again as 
foreign minister. Briand belongs to 
the republican socialists, a small 
coterie of men believing in pacifism, 
but while he will continue on the 
naval delegation he can e out- 
voted by the “big navy’ delegates 
we Chautemps will take to Lon- 
0 


n. 
Observers do not expect Chau- 
temps’ cabinet to last long. It com- 
mands about 290 votes in the cham- 
ber of deputies, providing there are no 
absences, but this majority «might 
become fickle in view of strong oppo- 
sition from fhe center groups led by 
Tardieu and Andre Maginot, former 
|minister of war. The general expec- 
‘tation is that Chautemps’ will be 
‘overthrown, possibly as early as next 
| week, and that Tardieu will be ready 
‘to form a cabinet with left and cen- 
ter support.

PASSES AT MADISON 


| Prominent Mopgan County 


Citizen Dies After Week’s 
IlIness Of Pneumonia. 


MADISON, Ga., Feb. 25.—Judge 
Fizekiel Roy Lambert, widely known 
lawyer of this city, died today. - Judge 
Lambert was one of Madison’s most 
prominent residents. During the 
years 1919-1920 he represented Mor- 
an county in the lower house of the 
egislature and made a brilliant rec- 
ord. In the fall of 1924 he was elect- 
ed judge of the city court of Madi- 
son. 

_ He was born at Clarkesville, Ga., on 
March 28, 1883, the son of J. D. and 
Mary Fuller Lambert. He graduated 
from the Clarkesville public school 
and attended school at Demorest, Ga., 
for a year. In 1906 he graduated 
with honors from the University of 
Georgia law school at Athens and in 
the summer of that year moved to 
Madison to live and became associat- 
ed with the law firm of Williford & 
Middlebrooks. Upon the dissolution 
of this firm he formed a partnership 
for the practice of law with Q. L. 
Williford under the firm name of Wil- 
liford & Lambert. The partnership 
continued until he qualified as judge 


}of the city court of Madison on Jan- 


uary 1, 1925. Shem 

Judge Lambert was active in civic, 
fraternal and church circles. He was 
an ex-president of the Madison Ki- 
wanis Club, ex-chairman of the Mor- 
gan county democratic executive com- 
mittee, a K. P., and Odd Fellow. and 
Mason. 

He was a member of the local Meth- 
odist church board of stewards. — 

Judge Lambert became suddenly ill 
last Wednesday night a week ago with 
pneumonia and grew worse rapidly. 
His illness for the past three or four 
days was hopeless. 

He was widely known throughout 
this entire section. He practiced his 
profession in this and adjoining coun- 
ties and has been involved in prac- 
tically every important case in this 
county for the past ten years.

The stretch 
of wall just uncovered is about 165 
feet long, and about 20 feet high, It 
is not a part of that famous wall 
though which came crashing down on 
the seventh day as the Levites blew 
their trumpets, an event that has been 
the object of considerable speculation 
and not a little unbelief in the course 
of the centuries. A German scientist 
affirmed only recently that the ancient 
Hebrews had made use of dynamite or 
some other powerful explosive to 
breakdown the walls. Moses, he 


thought, was a sort of forerunner of : 


Mr. Alfred Nobel and’ he had handed 
down the secret to his successor Josh- 
ua ben Nun. Many other fantastic 
things are attributed to Moses, by the 
same scientist. He once dabbled in 
electrics even and had a hidden bat- 
tery in the Ark, with the well-known 
result that a priest, who touched a 
live wire hundreds of years later, when 
David transported the sacred shrine to 
Jerusalem from the house of Obed- 
Fdom. The archaelogists around Jeri- 
cho are not as far however. They 
have a piece of wall which is called 
“magnificent.” They go on. digging 
for they have “ample hopes,” we read. 
Any day now we may hear of the find- 
ing of fhat piece of red string, which 
a certain lady of the locality hung 
from her boudoir window in the long 
ago.

Saint-Simon’s 
Solution. 


Now that so many eminent think- 
ers are busy with an effort to evolve 
a scheme whereby the long-delayed 
ideal of human brotherhood, which is 
after all a prerequisite of world peace, 
may at last be realized and all sorts 
of plans are advanced to bring its 
realization on earth, it might not he 
amiss to recall the solution in this di- 
rection of the great Saint-Simon. 
Saint-Simon thought the solution of 
this problem whith lies at the root of 
all international conferences, extremc- 
ly simple. “All we have to do,” he 
once wrote in all seriousness, “is to 
change our mode of dressing. Every 
human being should henceforth wear 
a long garment, equipped with innum- 
erable buttons at the back. With that 
kind of clothes figured Saint-Simon, it 
would be impossible te dress without 
calling in the help of __ fellow- 
human beings. In this way men and 
women would learn to depend on each 
other. The realization of one’s own 
helplessness would bring about a 
gentler appreciation of one’s fellow 
humans. That was Saint-Simon’s so- 
lution. It must be added that he 
flourished in an age when even col- 
lar buttons had not been invented: He 
would probably have sought in an en- 
tirely different direction if he could 
have listened to a few domestic dia- 
logues at moments when husbands 
were trying to get buttons into dress- 
shirts and wives rushing forward to 
be of assistance.

The Charming Hayes Family. 


My first contacts with the Hayes 
family came at Washington after the 
long and anxious turmoil over the 
contested presidential election of 1876. 
That was the historic Hayes-Tilden 
contest. I was sent to Washington 
by The Constitution to report the 
proceedings of the famous extra-con- 
stitutional “electoral commission,”’ 
framed by the congress to determine 
whether Hayes or Tilden had been 
elected to the presidency. Evidence 
concerning the returns from South 
Carolina, Florida, Louisiana and Ore- 
gon was submitted to a bench of five 
senators, five representatives and five 
justices of the supreme court. The 
commission decided all questions by 
8 to 7 votes—Justice Bradley being 
the odd man who always turned the 
scale in favor of Hayes. For that we 
democrats have never forgiven him.

Carl Snyder, economist of the fed- 
eral reserve bank of New York, takes 
issue with those who believe that 
any one industry like pig iron, for 
example, ean be a safe barometer of 
trade. The “pig iron” barometer, says 
Mr. Snyder, was “one of the worst 


that could have been found, mislead- 
ing as to time, violence of movement 
and effect.” 


Mr. Snyder thinks of trade in terms | 


many times broader than pig iron— 
with “trade that covers the making 
and sale of products, reaching in 
value maybe to $100,000,000,000 or 
more, and involving transactions of 
not less than $1,000,000,000,000.” _ 

The Snyder barometer, therefore, is 
measured by “the total exchange of 
all goods, services, securities and 
property in a nation whose total trade 
is possibly greater, measured in money 
transactions, than all of the rest of 
the world put together.” 

So in measuring the relations of 
eredit and trade the Snyder yardstick 
is a vastly different thing than the 
“old pig iron” complex. 


“We should be ‘suffering from a 
veritable gold famine were it not for 
the economy practiced in this country 
and some other gold standard coun- 
tries,” says Reginald McKenna, Brit- 
ish banker. 

This question of a sufficient gold 
supply to meet the demands for it ip 
the use of currency and arts bas be- 
come a problem of worldwide impor- 
tance, 

Many bankers and economists, how- 
ever, hold the McKenna belief that 
economy through the central banks 1s 
the solution of the problem. ‘The 
concentration of reserves in central 
banks has made for a greater propor- 
tion of credit being available and # 
more efficient distribution. This 1s 
substantially the view of H. Parker 
Willis. ag 

Irving Fisher, of Yale, an optimist 
on the stock market, is much more 
pessimistic over the gold situation.

Dr. Herty, who preceded Mr. Dan- 
iels, estimated that Georgia alone of 
the southern states would be benefit- 
ed $2,000,000 annually by the devel- 
opment of the newsprint industr 
through the use of pulp from slas 
pines. | 
“The ceuter of the newsprint indus- 
try today is in the extre 
ern part of the United States and 
Canada,” Dr. Herty said, “and only 
recently the monopoly in Canada 
forced up the price ot newsprint and 
while American publishers protested 
they could accomplish nothing toward 
keeping the price from soaring.” _ 

The south can remedy this condi- 
tion. The south can produce in 30 


years 17 times as much spruce as the. 


spruce-growing sections of the United 
States and Canada—spruce being the 
tree from which newsprint is now ob- 
tained. 

The chemist called upon the editors 
of the state to point the people of 
Georgia the way to conservation of 
their spruce by keeping the fires out 
of the woods. At a negligible figure 
the fires can be prevented and nature 
will do the rest, he said. 

Cotton’s Protein Value. 

Not content to eonfine himself to 
the newsprint phase of conservation 
of products growing in this section. 
Dr. Herty divulged amazing facts con- 
cerning the protein values in cotton. 
“Do you realize that from a 16,000,- 
000-bale cotton crop there is pro- 
duced enough protein to give the full 
protein rations to 53,000,000 people 
for a whole year? 

“We have actually got enough pro- 
tein in our cotton crep to supply prac- 
tically half of the needs of the people 
of the United States.” 

He displayed sugar made from the 
cottonseed hulls and a’ meat substi- 
tute from cottonseed and at the end 
of the morning session passed among 
the audience sandwiches including de- 
licious fillings made from by-products 
of the cottonseed. 

“Everything in a community that 
the people ought to know should be 
printed in your newspapers,” Mr. 
Daniels told ‘his fellow editors. No 
favoritism should be shown to any 
person or class, he asserted. 

The country weekly, which was said 
to be very much alive notwithstanding 
the unjust criticism it has received, 
was praised in no uncertain terms. 

No Need to “Rehash.” 

“There is an instinct in the people 
to know what their neighbors are do- 
ing. People avant to know what is 
going on in their eities and communi- 
ties. Here is the demand for the 
country journal which instead of 
growing less will grow more, pro- 
vided the country journal fills that 
need. You need not rehash what is 
in the dailies no more than the pa- 
per in the small city need copy ‘the 
metropolitan daily. 

“Nevertheless there is a need for 
such a paper as the New York 
World,” he added, “but I wish I could 
make it ‘dry’ up a little.” 

Three important things must be 
kept in mind by any publisher, Mr. 
Daniels said, 

“He must not regard his paper as 
property. The owner of a paper has 
no more business placing a monetary 
value upon his paper than a pfeacher 
has upon his pulpit or a teacher upon 
her classroom, 

“Don’t use your office as a lever 
to climb into office or a lever for 
an editor to climb inte power of any
